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INTRODUCTION 


On December 14, 1889, The American Academy of Political 
and Social Science was organized to provide a national non- 
partisan forum for the discussion of political and social questions. 
The organizers soon realized the need for a journal for the pres- 
entation of reliable information on public questions, and in July 
1890 the first issue of THE ANNALS appeared. At first a quarterly, 
it has been a bi-monthly since July 1891. During the first 
twelve years it followed the conventional practice of including 
articles of a heterogeneous character, but beginning with the 
January 1903 issue the policy was initiated of devoting a single 
number to a single theme, a policy which has given a unique 
distinction to our journal. 

With the July 1940 issue THE ANNALS entered upon its fifty-first 
year of publication. The index which we are now presenting to 
our readers is the Fiftieth Anniversary Index, covering all vol- 
umes issued since 1935 and through the year 1940. Previous 
volumes have been indexed in the following publications:
